"The Gold Brick' and other novels by the 
same autliDr. 
Ovrr fifty years ago that in- 
dastrious i)on lMv;a;i 1o wag, and it has kept 
at it without iiitcniiission over siuco till now. 


Ann Sophia Stephens died at Newport, R. 
I., Aug. 20, aged T-3 years. 
She wrote more 
than thirty boo!;s in a period of twenty years. 
These, with a son and daughter, who were 
with her whfu she died, she leaves to pos- 
terity. 


She w;js probably boni in Derby, Conn. 
Her niaiden name was Winterlwtham, her 
ancestry English. 
She was tho first Ameri- 
can woman novelist, of note, and if the truth 
must 1)0 told, thei o ai e nono among tho va- 
rious female novolistj of the present genera- 
tion who cuu write a b; ' ter story. 


Tho Jady wa.s married very young 
to 
Edward 
Stephens, 
and 
wont to live 
in 
Portland, 
Me. 
She

early marriage. In 
tho old timo it was 
thought that

Stephens followed the fashion. 
Her. first 
published writings over her own name were 
poems. 
One of them was "The Apple Tree." 


She was editor of The Portland Magazine 
awhile. 
Then she camo to New York and 
Frank Leslie engaged her as editor of the first 
magazine he ever published. 
She wrote 
serial novels for it, and became thereby su 
popular that the Petersons of Philadelphia 
engaged her to write novels thereafter exclu- 
sively for them. 
Sho was with Frank I^lie 
as editor of The Ladies' Companion four years, 
then she went to Philadelphia to edit Gra- 
ham's Magazine. 
After that sho trK)k charge 
of Petei-s<jns' Magazine and was its «yiitor 
over a quarter of a century. 


She staiiied two magazines of her own, but 
they did not have a distinguished success, and 
were soon snuffed out. Her greatest novel was 
"Fashion and Famine." 
It went through 
three London editions, and tlu-ee different 
translations were made of it in French within 
a year from the time it first appeared. 


All her books eznept three wore novels. 
These were two early volumes giving instruc- 
tion in fancy needlework and a "Pictorial 
Hiiftory of the War for the Union." 
This 
was published in two thick volumes in 1865. 
It is said that Mrs. Stephens was the anony- 
mous author oí the famous story "That Hus- 
band of Mine," and that she got money 
enough from it to buy her a handsome house 
Ü1 Washington. 
Ann S. Stephens was the 
flnt 
woman who ever received a message 
across the ocean. 
It was sent by Queen Vic- 
toria. 


8he long ago beaame w e l to d* f nmi her 
novel writing, which is more tlian one author 
in ten thousand can do. 
For many years she 
has lived in a pleaswt home oí her own in 
New Yoric city. Hnrnusband died some years 
ago.

All the 
guests and other occupants are safe but 
it is difficult to find them they being 
camped somewhere in the streets.

clearing up the debris and removing 
dangerous walls. 
The city shows a 
scene of great activity. 


CHABIIESTON, 8 . C . , Sept. 3.—There is 
no special change in the situation this 
morning, but as there were only two 
shocks and very light ones during the 
night there is more confidence than yes- 
terday. The sympathetic articles in the 
newspapers and offers of aid from differ- 
ent quart<)rB are great encouragement to 
the stricken people of Charleston. 
The 
most urgent need now is for the early 
repair of the injuied buildings, so as to 
make them habitable. 
High winds 
and heavy rain would bring many shat- 
tered buildings to the ground aud in- 
jure hundreds of residences which have 
defective roofs. The situation is still 
deplorable. 
Rudely improvised tents, 
constructed principally of bed clothing, 
are to be seen everywhere. 
Few per- 
sons 
have 
as 
yet 
slept in doors 
and 
houses 
are 
deserted 
as 
if 
plague 
si rick en. 
Thousands 
have 
slept with nothing but the canopy of 
heaven above them. 
After the parks 
and squares were filled last night, the in- 
habitants suspended 
overcoats, 
bed- 
quilts, etc., from the fences, over side- 
walks and thus passed the night. 
Many 
enjoyed repose uuder open umbrellas, 
the handles of which were stuck in 
the ground. 
The more 
aristocratic 
people, camped in their own yards. The 
colored people say they will not return 
to their homes until at least anothe^ 
night has passed, aud they may be seen 
taking their coffee aud eating dry bread 
beside the places where they slept. 
[On 
the whole, however, it may be said that 
confidence is returning and should there 
not be a revisitatiou of earthquakes 
Charleston will be in her usual bustle of 
business within twenty-four hours, al- 
though inconvenience and delay will be 
experienced for months to come. 
The 
most alarming feature of the present 
difficulty rests in the shaky condition of 
buildings, nine-tenths of the brick struc- 
tures are cracked through and through, 
and threaten to tumble. 


Chimneys that have not actually fallen 
are badly careered and would fall if 
touched. 
The structures damaged are 
fif^ years and more of age. 
No single 
substantial building was seen that had 
suffered materially from the shock. 
An 
examination of material from wrecked 
structures shows them to have all been 
frail. The Charleston and one or two 
of the other leading hotels have begun 
to receive guests. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—An official of 
the coast survey has been sent to Charles- 
ton to take soundings of the harbor and 
adjacent coast to see whether any re- 
markable depressions or elevations at 
the bottom of the ocean have been 
caused by the earthquake.

ASBITRY PARK, Aug. 30.—They talk about 
going to bathe as though there was no pleas- 
ure equal to-it, and are all impatient till they 
get to the scene of prospective enjoyment. 
They put on their bathing suits in great glee, 
and go do^n to the water's edge with a quick 
and joyous step. 
A spectator, unfamiliar 
with their methods, would be sure to expect 
something fine in the way of aquatic perform- 
ance. 
I am sorry to say that he would be 
disappointed. 
The eagerness and audacity of 
the fair bathers ends three feet from the ul- 
timate tide mark. 


WHAT THEY CALL DEEP WATER. 


There they stand kicking sand with thei 
feet, and chatting together about things quifc 
remote from the business of bathing. 
Thej 
do this partly to seem indifferent to the near 
ness of peril, and partly to keep their mind»' 
off the ordeal a h ^ d of them as long as possi- 
ble. Yet they €ire the same women, whOi 
two hours ago, were wild with impatience to 
go into the water, and talked boastfully of 
how much they liked a tremendous surf. 


A giant wave rolls in and hurls itself on 
the beach with a crash like the end of all 
things. 
It sends the tide out farther than 
ever. 
The wavering edge of it laj» the toes 
of one of the group of prospective bathers, 
whereupon she screams out an astanished

and say without Avorfls, "Shall we risk it?" 
They pool their courage by keeping close to- 
gether and move slowly seaward. 
As the 
water rolls over their feet they shiver rather 
more than is consistent with courage and 
sometimes step high in the involuntary effort 
to escajie the inevitable. 


They draw near the rope. 
It is their 
strength and support. 
Getting wet all over 
is a slow proctrs, and is only finally accom- 
plished 1))' aid frojn each other. 
One, a trifle 
bolder than the rest, scoops up water with 
her hands and throws it over Jier companions' 
shouldoi-s. 
Thon they <;onsider themselves 
fairly launched in the work in hand. 
They 
roll around on the sand, away from all but 
the merest edge of the tide, with a great as- 
sumijtion of indifference to danger. 
They 
cling to thé rope when the water scarcely 
reaches their knees, and streak it for the dry 
land at sight of every inrolling wave.

The one 
who ventures farthest out into the water teUs 
the othi>rs in the most feai'less tones how 
a monstrous wave went right over her and 
she didn't mind it a bit. 
Then they all chat 
and gigsl'^ and make noise enough to com-

Yet this pair had 
distinguished themselves at the hotel for thev 
affectionate bearing toward each other. The 
air was full of smiles, "dears" and "darlings" 
when they were around. I have heard it said 
that "dear" is often but a woman's way of 
f i l i n g "detestable." Yet tiie same woman 
courageously went into the waves one day 
holding the hand of a North Carolina gallant 
whom she had only met the day before. I 
suppose sho concluded that he could have no 
earthly reason for wanting to put her out of 
the way.
